These are the o pening wo rds in 
an article in a very co nservative 
medical jo urnal, and the state­ 
ment certainly is startling be­ 
cause the micro sco pe and the 
X-ray have been instruments o f 
co ntinuo us usefulness. 
So me o f my readers may re­ 
member that I described this wo rk 
last summer after I had visited 
with Pro fesso r Lawrence at the 
University o f Califo rnia and had 
seen the giant cyclo tro n. With this 
it is po ssible to make chemicals 
radio active and then to administer 
them to an animal and detect 
where they light and begin to o p­ 
erate in the bo dy. 
Use o f Detecto r 
Fo r instance, 1 saw a labo rato ry 
wo rker swallo w so me radio active 
io dine. Within ten minutes he to o k 
a detecto r and put it o ver his thy­ 
ro id gland and it rattled o ff like a 
barrage o f machine guns. When 
he placed it o ver the muscles o f his 
leg, it was silent. We kno w, o f 
co urse, that the thyro id gland uses 
io dine in its chemical machinery, 
that, in fact, it is made up largely 
o f io dine, but no thing I ever saw 
demo nstrated ho w exclusively io ­ 
dine is used and lo calized in the 
thyro id tissue as did that experi­ 
ment. 
1 
It can readily be seen fro m this 
example ho w much we can learn 
fro m this instrument abo ut the ac­ 
tio n o f the vario us minerals and 
chemicals that go into the bo dy— 
where they exert their actio n and 
ho w they are co ncentrated. 
I 
There is ano ther element to the 
experiment« in that when it is 
kno wn where a certain chemical 
naturally go es, radio active par­ 
ticles o f it can be put in the bo dy 
and they will exert radio activity 
at the very site where it ia needed 
mo st. 
Experiments with Pho epho rue - 
Thus pho spho rus, while it ii a 
part o f all Hving cell« , go es after 
being swallo wed almo st directly to 
the bo nes. There it lights in tha 


bo ne marro w where the blo o d 
cells are fo rmed. No w certain 
blo o d diseases, the leukemias, in 
which an excessive amo unt o f 
blo o d cells are fo rmed, can be 
co ntro lled by using radio active 
agents such as the X-ray o ver the 
regio n o f the marro w o f the lo ng 
bo nes. Ho w much mo re effective 
it wo uld seem to be to send so me 
radio active ato ms o f pho spho rus 
directly into the marro w and let 
them do this wo rk. Already ex­ 
periments alo ng this line have 
been tried. 
Again, take iro n—a familiar 
substance fo rming a large part 
o f all blo o d cells. One wo uld think 
we had fo und o ut all abo ut iro n. 
But there are so me mysteries sur­ 
ro unding it. It helps so me anemias 
and no t o thers. 
By the use o f 
radio active iro n ato ms it has been 
fo und that if yo ur bo dily sto re« o f 
iro n are no t depleted yo u can eat 
all the iro n yo u want and the bo dy 
will no t abso rb o ne bit o f it. It 
all stays in and passes thro ugh the 
intestine. 
The same thing is true o f vita­ 
min B. If yo u have plenty in the 
diet, the bo dy do es no t abso rb any 
extra amo unt o f it no matter 
whether yo u take it by mo uth, by 
hypo dermic, by vein o r ho w. Abo ut 
10 per cent o f the bo dy’» vitamin B 
is destro yed anyway every 24 
ho urs. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
B. E. S.— Will grapefruit juice 
help to prevent co lds? Do es it have 
mo re effect than o range juice as 
an alkalinizer? Ho w do es it co m­ 
pare fo r vitamin C? Wo uld it be 
harmful to take a large 8 o r 10 
o unce glassful every mo rning and 
again in the afterno o n? 
Answer: 
Grapefruit has 850 
units o f vitamin C per average 
helping as co mpared to the o range 
average ranging fro m 760 to 1240. 
The alkalinizing ability o f the two 
is abo ut the same. No harm wo uld 
result fro m taking the amo unt o f 
grapefruit juice yo u mentio n. I am 
no t co nvinced that fruits o f any 
kind prevent co lds.
